The board had 
done much for the advancement of 
Ladysmith, and the speaker mentioned 
several instances In which It had been 
successful In obtaining for the town 
facilities of much value and usefulness 
to the citizens. In all these matters 
Mr. Kiddle had heartily co-operated. 

Profitable Smelting Business 
There was no question that their 
guest had also been mainly instru- 
mental in building up for the Tyee 
Copper Company its successful and 
profitable smelting business at Lady- 
smith.

Will Be Built 



Netv England Fishing Co. Has 
Ordered Modern Halibut 
Fishing Craft. 



First Trawler to Fish in North 
Pacific Will Begin Service 
in Spring. 



A steam trawler is to bo built for tho 
Now England Fish Company of Boston 
and Vancouver for use in the halibut 
tishery industry in northern British 
■Columbia waters. The coming of this 
vessel will revolutionize the halibut fish- 
ing industry. The New England Fish 
Company, which at present operates the 
steamers New England and Kingfisher, 
lius given an order to the .Xeai'io & Levy 
Ship and Engine Building Co. of Phila- 
delphia for u steel steam trawler. In- 
tended for the halibut fisheries of the 
North Pacific. The trawler will be 112 
feet long, 24 feet beam. 15 feet depth 
of hold and 11 feet draught, and will In. 
lightei! with electricity. She will be 
constructed of steel throughout and will 
be fitteil with a triple expansion engine 
of 8(KI indicated horse-power, one Scotch 
boiler 11 feet Ion- by 1J feet iir diame- 
ter, tier stenni pressure will lie [SO 
pounds to the square inch and her speed 
"12 knots an hour. It is expected that, 
the vessel will be completed in Febru- 
ary next, and will then be brought 
around the Horn to Vancouver, where 
the other steamers of the company inulco 
their headquarters. 

The steam trawler of the New Eng- 
land Fishing Company will be the first 
operated in the North Pacific. The fish- 
ing steamers at present operated from 
Vancouver and Tncoma to the northern 
halibut grounds use dories, from which 
the fishermen work. The coming of 
the trawler will work great changes in 
Hie industry. The steam trawler works 
by towing a large net astern or abeam, 
the net being attached to a trawl beam. 
The length of the beam is from 50 to 56 
feet and it has at each end a heavy iron 
1>and which keeps the beam well down 
toward the bottom. The apparatus is 
dragged along, sometimes on the bot- 
tom, the operation being practically 
dredging for fish. The trawl is hoist- 
ed by steam winches of the trawler.

that the vessel will be built at the Mornn 
Brothers' shipyards, as the company 
mow bus men engaged working out the 
details of a boat according to idea* giv- 
en them by the .steamship officials. 

Tho new steamer will be named the 
CVescent and will be put on a daily run 
between Seattle, Port Townsend and 
Port Angeles. The plans and specifica- 
tions call for n steamer 171 feet in 
length.

ANOTHER BLOW AT MANITOBA. 

It is now a matter of history thnt 
Manitoba was refused the extension of 
its provincial boundaries it asked for be- 
cause its Government refused 1« comply 
"with the suggestion that separate schools 
should be restored on their former basis 
■Muuitol>n wanted to have its boundaries 
extended westward. That was refused 
It wanted to have them extended north- 
ward, and that was refused. The real 
secret of those refusals was communi- 
cated to the world when Mgr. Sbaretti 
delicately hinted to the Manitoba au- 
thorities that in his hand was the key 
of the situation, and that if they were 
willing to come to his terms the thing 
might be amicably and satisfactorily ar- 
ranged. The price was not exorbitant — 
a simple matter of justice to the educa- 
tional minority of which it had been de- 
prived by a former Government, the 
official recognition of separate schools. 
The papal representative left the im- 
pression that lie spoke for authorities 
higher than himself, and that ho would 
not presume to suggest a settlement 
which be was not in n position to have 
ratified when the time came. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier promptly denied that Mgr. 
Sbaretti was authorized in any way to 
speak for the Dominion Government. 
There was, therefore, nothing to do but 
to accept his assurances in the matter. 
However, the negotiations between the 
Manitoba and Dominion Governments in 
•respect to boundaries came to naught, 
"and the impression was left in the West ' 
generally that so long as Manitoba re- 
fused separate schools so hong would Its j 
area be restricted to the smallest pos- 
sible limits. That is the impression 
thnt exists at the present moment, and it 
'has been strengthened by very recent 
events. 

Thirty years ago about, the territorial 
district of Keewatin was placed under 
the jurisdiction of Manitoba, or, as the 
Hon. Robert Rogers expresses it, was 
annexed to Manitoba. The Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba was ex-offleio 
Lieutenant-Governor of Keewatin, and 
in certain cases the courts of that prov- 
ince exercised jurisdiction. In fact, Kee- 
watin bus been governed under Mani- 
toba laws ever since. By the Keewatin 
Act of l.NTti the Governor-Generol-in- 
ICouncil has power lo detach any por- 
tion of Keewatin and add it to the 
Northwest Territories. There is no men- 
tion in the Act of education or schools, so 
that in that respect it was, and would 
continue to be, governed according to 
the school laws of .Manitoba. Last ses- 
sion of Dominion Parliament an Act 
•■was passed to provide for the adminis- 
tration of tie. Northwest Territories, 
which specifically excluded Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, Keewatin and the Yukon. 
The Territories bo formed are governed 
by the Northwest Territorieii Act. which 
contains the separate sejiool clauses, the 
same clause* tinder which Sir Wilfrid 
claimed that he was bound to continue 
the system In the new provinces. 

We trust our readers have followed as 
closely to this point, because thereon 
hinges n matter of vital significance and 
importance. On August 19th a procla- 
mation appeared in the Northwest de- 
taching Keenvntln from Manitoba and 
annexing it to the Northwest Territories. 
Although the Act of 1905 passed through ' 
the House without any mention of the 
Government's intention, and although 
the Act itself specifically excludes Kee- 
watin, yet tin- Governmenl a month or 
so after the Act was passed, acts upon 
the authority of the provisions of the 
old Act of 1N7I1, and annexes Keewatin I 
to the Territories, which come within | 
the jurisdiction of separata schools, and 
under the authority of the new f'otn- 
missioner appointed to the Territories. 
It is held 1n Manitoba that the Dominion 
bGovernmenl has acted illegally, and the 
taking away of this territory from the 
province is for the irurposo Of punishing 
Manitoba and extending to Keewatin the 
separate school system hi vogue in the 
Territories. 

The legal effect, of this is that Mani- 
toba cannot annex a single foot of ter- 
ritory outside of her present boundaries, 
■not of Keewatin now out of its control, 
without the Government being faced 
with the snuio constitutional question 
which arose in Saskatchewan .and Al- 
berta. It the contention of Sir Wil- 
frid holds good in respect to the new 
provinces, no extension of the boundaries 
of Manitoba can take place without the 
population within the extension being 
entitled to similar provisions being made 
for separate schools, and Manitoba could 
not extend such provisions without alter- 
ing its school hi w for the .whole of the 
province. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Min- 
ister of Justice Fitzpatrick, therefore, 
have literally "tied up" Manitoba in 
suc h « way that her Government is help- 
less. Headers will thus see the great 
necessity of having a judicial derision 
from the hijrhesl courl of appeal as to 
the constitutionality of a. law which 
binds all posterity to a particular system 
against their will. 

It is proper that the intrinsic merits 
of a separate school system sltould he 
discussed openly run] fairly. It is a 
intention upon which much can be said 
on both sides. We are not. so sure but 
thru the weight of argument might be 
found to be iti their favor; but il is for 
(he people themualvos to say whether 
they shall form part of our system of 
education or not. The latest move of 
■Sir Wilfrid Laurier i* not only high- 
handed, hut it is underhanded. His con- 
duct in either permitting or initiating 
it, descends to the level of trickery, with 
.which evvu his enomtos would 1j«! loutho 



to credit him. If it had 1«een coriVton- 
■plated to include Keewatin in llio Ter- 
ritories at the time the Act of 1005 wan 
passed. Parliament should havo heeu 
made aware of it. Parliament was de- 
ceived by the fact thnt Keewatin was' 
especially exempted. No one would 
dream, in the face of such cir- 
cumstances, that the Government would 
take advantage of a clause of an Act of 
■1S75 to accomplish stealthily its pur- 
poses. 

Those who might have been Inclined 
to have accepted the explanations of the 
Prime Minister on a former occasion will 
now have their eyes opened to the fact 
that the latest move is simply part of a 
carefully devised conspiracy to fasten 
■n system of separate schools upon the 
whole of the West. The followers of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who were opposed 
to his educational policy, were obliged 
at the dictates of political expediency 
to bow their heads to the yoke. Itevolt 
meant the disruption of the Liberal 
party and the loss of jniver and patrou- 
age — the sweets of office. 

The country is now beginning to real- 
ize that a situation is created 
thereby which suggests that a certain 
birthright of the people wus bartered in 
the deal for a very miserable mess of 
pottage. The first frui'^ tire being 
reaped. A little later on, when the full 
privileges of the Act of 1873, which 
have been now transmuted into consti- 
tutional rights, are demanded by the 
educational minority, we shall see the 
complete, logical results of the policy of 
treachery pursued in the year of our 
Lord, 1005. 



THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

When the tariff commission sat In 
Winnipeg complaint was made that 
nobody was ready with evidence to 
submit. People, It was said, were too 
busy with real estate, commercial pur- 
suits and crop prospects to bother 
about affairs of public Interest. Pros- 
perous communities have few com- 
plaints. We trust the experience will 
not be repeated in British Columbia. 
What representations are to be made 
should be In readiness and complete- 
ness. 

There Is likely to be a considerable 
diversity of evidence given in this 
province, as compared with the North- 
west. I'll the latter the people, for In- 
stance, do not want duty Imposed upon 
lumber; In this province we do. In- 
terests run counter in this respect. In 
Winnipeg a deputation waited upon 
the commission asking for a reduction 
upon fruits — such as tipples, pears, 
plums, etc. In Nelson the fruitgrowers 
asked for Increased protection. The 
difficulties of the commissioners in re- 
spect to these two Important matters 
will not be Inconsiderable. As the 
personnel of the commission is politi- 
cal in character we may expect politi- 
cal consideration to govern. In other 
words, it is a question of the largest 
voting power to consider, The neces- 
sity of strong and definite action in 
British Columbia to avoid a stale of 
affairs worse than we have at present 
is, therefore, evident. 

Representations were made at Win- 
nipeg respecting the "dumping" clause 
which Mr. Fielding had incorporated 
in the tariff legislation. Commercial 
men do not seem to regard it in that 
light of heaven -born statesmanship 
which its author expected It would be 
received. Evidence on that point will 
probably be submitted on this Coast 
as well. In Kootonay there is a de- 
mand for duty on lead. The bonusing 
principle has not worked out as bene- 
ficially as we were led to suppose.

minion government had large areas In 
the Northwest, which it was its special 
duty to populate and develop. That 
excuse can no longer serve. The Ter- 
ritories have now been organized into 
provinces, the responsibilities of which 
are the same as those of other prov- 
inces. It is true that the Dominion 
hns still land in the Northwest to fill 
up, but so also it has in British Col- 
umbia. But apart from that altogether 
its duties are the same towards us as 
towards any other part of Canada. A 
settler in British Columbia i:; of the 
same potential value — we think greater 
— as in any other province. We have 
special attractions, special require- 
ments, and special conditions. In hav- 
ing consideration of these the Domin- 
ion Government Is not detracting from 
or discriminating against other sec- 
tions of the country. We see no rea- 
son, and there is none, why upon the 
province and the C, P. R. alone should 
devolve the duty or making this country 
known, more especially as the Dominion 
Government has such excellent facili- 
ties for reaching the public of Great 
Britain, where exists the constituency 
from which we wish to draw. These 
observations are not made In a cap- 
tious, partizan spirit, but for the care- 
ful and serious consideration of those 
who have the direction of Dominion 
immigration In hand.

DECADENT LIBERALISM. 

The Toronto Xews, the editor of 
which was formerly editor of the 
Globe, a strong Liberal, the author of 
an appreciative life of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, and altogether a man famil- 
iar with the traditions, history and In- 
side life of a once great party — great 
from the standpoint of moral force and 
high Ideals of government — deals retro- 
spectively with Its record and con- 
cludes with this observation: 

The Mackenzie Government was cut 
down In its prime, long before the 
stage of decrepitude was reached. Its 
leaders, though defeated, enjoyed the 
respect of their own party and of the 
community. The result was that. In 
spite of the physical weakness which 
fell upon Mr. Mackenzie, there was 
formed one of the strongest Oppositions 
ever known in Canadian history. Sel- 
dom has a Government been subjected 
to such assaults as those of Blake, 
Mackenzie, Cartwrlgllt, Laurier, Mills, 
Paterson, Mulock, Charlton, Davles, 
Lister and a dozen others In the Lib- 
eral ranks. By their parliamentary 
tactics and by the force of logic and 
denunciation of wrong-doing, they held 
a high position In Parliament and 
In the country, and made Liberals 
proud of their party. It was sometimes 
said they had the arguments, but that 
the Government had the votes. Cheap 
cynicism may call that failure, but 
thoughtful Liberals look back to the 
years between 187S and 1896 with pride 
and to the departure from the stan- 
dards of that period with regreL

Our specialties, so to speak, 
are in fruit-growing, poultry-raising, 
dairying, and small fanning generally, 
tain her lishing and mining. Those of the 
Northwest are. mainly, ^ruin-growing 
and stock-raising. We also offer induce- 
ments to another class of people who are 
not looking to the Northwest, and who 
would not be satisfied with the condi- 
tions there. They are people who want 
n home, with the agreeable concomitants 
of diversified scenery, fishing, shooting, 
sport and agreeably moderate climate. 
It is not derogatory to the Northwest or 
New Ontario to say that they do not 
possess all those requirements in the 
same degree thai we do. They possess 
other advantages that we do not. They 
appeal to the man who is in quest of 
land for money-making purposes, where 
hard work and plenty of elbow room will 
bring their rewards in due time. 

The people who are filling up the 
prairies at the present time arc mainly 
of that class, who while they ilo not 
despise the creature comforts outlined, 
do not value them as they do the ad- 
vantages they are seeking ill other 
ways. When they have achieved their 
object In life they will probably look 
to this country as a. suitable place in 
which to comfortably round off their 
career of toll and money-getting, but 
not until then. Seeing then that we

(scene with the man she loved in "An 
American Citizen" that would, have left 
her crushed and the audience more or 
Jess convinced. 

. Mrs. Ryley spoke through half a doz- 
en glances, a few lines spoken at odd 
.times, a long sigh uttered before her 
t i mil -exit. 

Of course it goes without saying that 
authors of my sox can draw characters 
of the feminine persuasion, inimitably 
well. In the mirror of their own emo- 
tions they tind the emotions of other 
.women, and the other women divine and 
! appreciate the fact. 

There is a scene in "Under Southern 
i Skies" which is received witli roars ol 
laughter every night by the women in 
I the audience, and it goes for almost 

nothing with the men. 
I This is the scene in which the young 
i clerirvmau catches Pili kissing his image 
in her Hallowe'en glass, discovers him- 
self, and is surprised that he is quitted 
instantaneously by the indignant girl. 
; What Sarah Grand called a ••mere 
man", author or auditor, cannot quite 
grasp the emotional mechanism which 
sends the young woman hurrying up- 
stairs. The women "in front" i-know 
■why she goes, and it amuses them. 

In view of the fact I have set forth 
above, it is rather remarkable that there 
are so few women dramatists of note. 
T think there are not more than live iu 
America. The only one I can call to 
mind in England, except Mrs. Ryley, 
whose productions have been mostly in 
America, is John Oliver Hobbes. 

There is probably h very good reason 
for this condition of affairs abroad, and 
that reason is the unwillingness of the 
public to accept women as authors of 
plavs. 

An American girl who sold a <-omedy 
to a London manager, told me that hi' 
oblitred her to consent to a masculine 
noui de plume. This is very remarkable, 
but "I tell the tale as 'twas told me." 

From the foregoing remarks, it may 
•be facetiously remarked that 1 have giv- 
en no credit at all to the men who write 
■plays. As a matter of fact, I believe 
that as craftsmen, as intellectual work- 
ers, they are in some instances superior. 
I merely have been asked to point out 
the characteristic merits of a woman's 
plar. and I think I have done so. 

In my own work I have found that my 
best efforts have been results Of im- 
pulse, of enthusiastic emotionalism, of 
inspiration and divination.

The consequence Is that, perhaps, with 
out qtiite understanding the cause them- 
selves, they draw tours and provoke 
laughter with material from which a 
masculine author could get neither, 

A in- person who has compared the 
plavs of women with those of men must 
understand the difference I am trying to 
describe, it is very marked between 
"The Henrietta." which Came from the 
pen of Bronson Howard, and "A Fool of 
fortune,'-' which was tho work of Mar- 
tha Morton. Mr. Howard drew a splen- 
did, vivid, dramatic picture of events in 
Wall street, which all but culminated in 
the ruin of his chief character. . Airs. 
Morton's handiwork wns 'less vivid — 
more like a pastel. But the ruined 
^peculator, who was the central figure 
on the canvas, claimed one's sympathy 
and affection in "A Pool of Fortune" as 
he never did in "Henrietta." 

Howard had thought about bis 
creation; Mrs. Morton htttl felt with 
fliers.

Flatus of "Clubs." — Respecting the 
status of certain alleged gambling 
"clubs" in Vancouver, mentioned in 
the Colonist despatches yesterday, Mr.
